Rose 
was  two  snapshot*  and  negatives  showing  Oswald  holding  the  rifle  (mrder 
weapon 1 and  wearing  a pietol  In  a bolster  on  bis  rlr^t  bin  (flpplt  warder 
weapon),  also  other  papers  of  a Coawnmlst  natare  (See  attached  Property  List). 
Also  found  by  Pet.  Stovall  was  a cut  out  portion  of  a mapaslno  advertisement 
from  Kilns  Departwent  Store  In  Chicago,  stowing  an  advertisement  of  the  murder 
weapon.  All  those  Items  were  confiscated  along  with  other  items  and  markad 
for  evidence.
